H A R L IN , Apr, IG — A tremendous 
battle in raging between German and 
British forces north of the eastern

Announcement of the major new Sut- 
tIe followed claim s that German pan­ 
zer divisions had driven southward in 
Greece to new positions around L a r­ 
issa, T rikkala and Yanina, about IOO 
miles deep in Grecian territory.

units carried out a “ blitz m aneuver" 
that intercepted a large portion of the 
British forces in Greece and “ com­ 
pelled them to face about and fight a 
showdown battle.” the latest Grman 
statement said.
